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ern States had broken away from the 
Union, General Albert Sidney Johnston 
returned to his native soil, the South, 
and served as a Confederate general 
in the rebellion against the Union. He 
was killed in battle during the course of 
the war,” the instructor added. 

“At this time, students, many of the 
soldiers returned to the East or South 
to fight the Civil War. However, a 
number of them remained in Utah to 
make their homes. Thus an unfortunate 
phase of Utah’s story came to a close.”
